. I got the i^a from James Thurber — he's looking for a box 
to hide in. He said he wanted to hide in a big box. “It would be 
a form of escape," he said.

> Tve got to admit that the box idea is pretty good, and of 
course Thurber gets credit for originality in this thing, but sooner 
or later a box in the middle of the room will get in the way and 
somebody will throw it some place or kick it as they walk by or 
maybe they will take it out and throw it on the city dump, which 
doesn’t smell good even from Inside a box. Besides, he could not 
get a box big enough; the only things he could And were cartons 
that cans come in. 

When I dig a hole I won’t have that trouble. I will go off in 
some old backyard where nobody ever goes and dig a hole and hide 
In it. I will dig my hole deep and put something over the top so 
that nobody wifi know there is a hole there, and nobody will throw 
It out or kick it or throw it out on the city dump that smells. There 
won’t be any people near my hole and I won’t have to listen to 
them talking like you do in a box. If I get hungry I will sneak 
out at night and eat roots. 

Maybe after I am in my hole in the ground for a while people 
will wonder where I am. Someday when the gang is sitting around 
In the seminar room in McKee’s somebody will say, “Hey, where’s 
Ford? I haven’t seen him in weeks.” And somebody will answer, 
“Oh, I don’t know. Maybe he went and dug a hole someplace.” 
Then they will all laugh ynd think It funny because none of them 
would really think that I would go and dig a hole and hide in it. 
It will be fun thinking abovA this in a hole in the ground. 

I havb to find a good place to dig my hole. Maybe I’ll dig it 
out in back of “T” Building — nobody ever goes there. I think I 
WHl go and get a shovel right away so I can hurry and dig my hole 
ahll get inside. It’s going to be nice. And quiet. There will be 
no conversations on a higher plane about whether or not art Is 
Imitative or whether an author can use external forces to build an 
emotion or the future of theatre in Washington or how the Amer- 
ican novel is doing. I’m not going to allow any talking. Tra not 
going to have any ofBcers, either. There will be no elections and 
no campaigns and no posters on the side of the hole and no girls 
running by in horse-drawn carts shouting names at you and no- 
body talking about how they will increase student activities for 
there won’t be any activities. There won’t be any students, either. 
I'wlU give up Stildylng when I dig a hole. There will be no cram- 
ming in my hole in the ground and no ambiguous questions and 
no labs amhno intellectual shyster complaining because they only 
got a “B" in a course they should have gotten an “A” in. There will 
be no television sets, no alarm clocks, no radios, no bridge games, 
no gin runutiy game*, nobody talking about baseball, and no cig- 
arette smoke in my eyes. There wonTeven be any beer. There 
win be no drives, committees, group discussions, club meetings, 
forum*, teas, parties or any other manifestations of gregarious- 
neas. niere, won’t even be love or beantlful people to bother other 
people. I w^’t even let dte worms get pinned to one another. 

’ And I want you to know that when I dig a hole in the ground 
and hide In it you can do anything you like. If you want to start 
a war, you go right ahead. You cim kill each other in aU the 
ways you have thought up to do it, and drop atom bombs and build 
aircraft carriers and do Just anything you like. You can talk about 
all the books you haven’t read and how American movies can be 
improved and you can tet the studente mark the professors or go 
whole hog and let them teach the courses. I won’t care, ni be in 
a hole in the ground. And I wUl think about you and know that 
It ha* you and that you can’t get away. So you go ahead and de- 
velop initiative and leadership and make plans and hope and face 
It anyway you have to. TU be in a hole in the ground and TU 
laugh and know that I was the only man who ever crawled back. 

Goodbye. Tm going to dig a hole.
